Three officers of A. H. Stiel, 
Inc., contractors, 813- Chestnut 
street, were charged in a Federal 
indictment returned today with 
making false and fraudulent state- 
ments to the Government on pay- 
ments for materials and labor in 2 
WPA contract for construction of 
@ municipal water stabilizer plant 
at Dexter, Mo. They are A. H. 
Stiel, president of the company; 
E. T. Jones, vice-president, and L. 
M. Holt, who was superintendent 
Of construction on the Dexter job. 

Numerous items of allegedly false 
statements were set forth in the 
12 counts of the indictment. Maxi- 
mum punishment for each defend- 
ant under each count, on convic- 
tion, would be 10 years’ imprison- 
ment and a $10,000 fine, The con- 
tract was dated Nov. 30, 1938. 

The company was unable to com- 
plete the work and a bonding com- 
pany which had to take it over 
found a discrepancy of about $12,- 
000 in the accounts, Assistant Unit- 
ed States Attorney Freer said to 
reporters. He declared that’ the 
Stiel concern, instead of having 
made payments it 
made, was indebted to 
houses for about $12,000.

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HIS is a drawing of the heart of London—and of the British 

Empire—as it might be seen from the cockpit of a raid- 
ing German bomber. 

The big Dornier in the center of the drawing is fiying 
north towards the Thames. 

Behind it a two-engined Messerschmidt pursuit plane is 
shooting down one of the balloon barrage’s “fat friends” 
which, with their trailing cables, have plagued raiders. 

Far up in the sky a flight of British Hurricane fighters 
climbs to meet the invaders. 

The Thames, which cuts the city in two from east to 
west, is shown for a stretch of nine or ten miles. It is navi- 
gable by ocean-going ships as far as the Tower bridge. 

Below that tall structure are the docks and shipping ba- | 
sins that have been a primary objective of German attack. 

Just above the bridge is the old London Tower built 
nearly 900 years ago by William the Conqueror to hold Lon- 
don against all comers. Today no stone tower is going to 
hold back invaders from over the seas, but the Royal Air 
Force and anti-aircraft artillerymen are doing their best to 
substitute for castle and moat. 

The heart of the old city lies about the bend where the 
river is crossed by eight bridges. There, Parliament buildings 
loom up plainly. 

Farther to the right is the City district where British 
finance and commerce center. 

In the bend of the river nearby are the Southwark slum 
districts. Nearly all the land in sight, with the exception of 
some of that fading away towards the farther horizons, is 
thickly populated.

Golden Potatoes. 


One and one-fourth pounds pota- 
toes (5-6 medium); one bunch car- 
rots (8-10): two tablespoons but- 
ter, one-fourth cup milk or cream, 
three-fourths teaspoon salt, pepper 
to suit taste. 

Peel potatoes. Scrape and slice 
carrots, thin. Boil each in salted 
water until tender. Drain thor- 
oughly. Put vegetables through a 
ricer; add remaining ingredients 
and beat over a low flame until 
fluffy. Serves five.
